Jane Gun depos'd, That when the Priſoner came to her 
firſt, ſhe was bare of Cloaths, and therefore admir'd where 
ſhe got Money to ſpend fo laviſhly as ſhe did; that ſhe was 
ſatisfied ſhe had a Sum of 30 J. in a Bag in the Cupboard, 
which was for a particular Uſe ; being inform by her Daugh- 
ter that ſhe heard the Priſoner lock the Cupboard, ſhe took 
the Key, and numbering the Money, found 3 J. 19 s. miſ- 
ſing out of the ſaid Sum; upon which ſhe charg'd the Priſo- 
ner with taking it, which ſhe denying, ſhe ſent tor a Conſta- 
ble and charg'd her. - 

George Liphtfoct, Conſlable, depos'd, That he was charg'd 
with the Priſoner, who at firſt denied that ſhe ever wrong d 
her Miſtreſs, but going under the Gateway, to Juſtice Lads, 
be perceiving ſhe had ſomething in her Hand, ſeiz'd it, and 
found the Money mention'd in the Indictment, upon which, 
ſhe ſaid only 20 5. belong'd to her Miſtreſs. 

The Priſoner in her Defence, ſaid, ſhe borrow'l 5 /. of one 
John Gifford, to buy her Cloaths ; who appearing in Court, 
denied it. The Fact being prov'd, the Jury found her guilty 
to the Value of 39s. 

Thomas Berry, of St. Saviour's Southwark, was indicted 
for a Miſdemeanour, for taking 15 Pound of Lead, value 
2 . 6 d. out of the Yard cf Fdwar.! Brown, to which he 
pleaded guilty. Find 1 5s. paid by a young Lady in Court, 
and order d to be ſet at Liberty without Fees.

William Acton, was indicted for the Murder of Thomas 
Blfs, by feloniouſly, willfully, and Malice afore-thought, on 
the 1ſt of O&ober, in the 13th Year of the Reign of our 
late Sovereign Lord King GEORGE, loading with Irons, 
and by a malicious and cruel Nature beating and abuſing the 

ſaid Thomas Bliſs ſo that he languiſh'd 'rill the March fol- 
lowing, and then died. 

The King's Counſel very learnedly open'd the Tryal, in- 
forming the Jury, that if a Priſoner by the Dureſs or Hard- 
ſhips ſuſtain d in Priſon, ſhould contract an evil Diſpoſition 
of Body occaſian'd by the ill Treatment of the Goaler, that 
in ſuch a Caſe the Keeper is guilty of Willful Murder ; and 
after reciting and ſtating ſome Laws in force, relating to 

proceeded to call the following Evidencess 
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Wiltam Wilſon depos'd, That he was a Priſoner in the Mar- 


a lurnkey under Mr. Darby, and afterwards under his Fa- 
ther-in-Law Hen, who was Deputy, or Leſſee, and that 
afrerwards he farm d it of Darby; he ſaid, he knew the Pri- 
foner in the Sick Ward, but could not ſay he ſaw him Iron d, 
and that he heard Thomas. Bliſs ſay,he ſhould never recover the 
ill Uſage he receiv'd from Aden the Priſoner, and his As- 
ſiſtants. 

Ann 4 the Wife of the unfortunate Deceas d, depos d, 
That her Husband, being in great Diſtreſs, did a!tempt to 
break out of Priſon by the help of a Rope, which breaking, 
he fell down, and was retaken by Acton, and one Rogers a 
Turnkey, and brought into the Lodge, where he was barba- 
rouſly beat by the I'rifoner, and his Aſſiſtants; being knock d 
down, Acton ſtamp'd three times on his Breaſt, and he was 9 
put into the ſtrong Room, loaded with heavy Irons, dig. the „ 
Scull-Cap, Collar, Thumb-ſcrews, and Fetters; that he beog'd 
of Acton to be us'd like a Man, who mov d him to a Dun- 
prog and beat him to that Degree with a Bull's Pizzle that 

is Cloaths were forc'd to be cut off his Back; that his Back 
was all over black with the Severity of the Strokes, and that 
his Stomach was ſwell'd, but afterward relenting he mov d 
him to the Sick Ward, where he ſupported him. and in par- 
ticular, ſent him a Shoulder of Mutton : Being ask d by the 
Court as to the Time, reply'd, It was about two Years and 4 
half : Being ask'd, whether he went to work after he was dif- 
chargd ? reply'd, he did, but could not work, being weak 
and ſi k. | 

Suſanna Dodd depos'd, That ſhe ſaw Bliſs in Irons in the 
ſtrong Room with Screws, Iron Cap, fetter d, and ſheerd, 4 
Hours; that he deſir'd her to give him ſomething to nouriſh 
him, which ſhe accordingly did, by pulling ſome Meat aſun- 
der with her Fingers, and putting it in his Mouth, and gave 
him ſome Drink in a Tin balf-pint Pot, who complain'd that 
his Jaws were very ſore, and that ſhe ſaw his Fingers bleeding. 

Richard Butler depos d, That he ſaw Aton, Nicholls, and 
Page beat him; that the Priſoner ſtamp'd three times on his 
Breaſt, and Iron'd him; that the Deceas d fell very ill, and was 
heard to ſay, that the Bruiſes he receiv'd would be the Cauſe - . 

© his Death. | 

Matthew Bacon depos'd, That the Legs of the Dececas'd 
were ſwell d, and that he heard him ſay, That the Pain in his 
Breaſt, occaſiond by the Bruiſes, would be the Cauſe of his

Edmund Cummins depos d the ſame, That he was put into 
the firong Room; and being ask d what ſort of a Place the 
ſtrong Room was ? he replied, that he had ſeen Hogs put into 
beiter Places.

Ellis Roberts depos d, That he ſaw him Iron d and Hand-

ſirong Room where another Man had the Collar on; and 
that he went to Mr. Darby to deſire him to mittigate his Pu- 
niſhment. | 

William Golley, ſcnior, depos d, That he faw him when he 
came out of Priſon ; that he apply'd ro him for Work. which 
he promis'd him ; that the Deceas'd follow'd him int» the 

Country, where he provided a Supper for him ; that he went 
the next Day to work, but could nor, being very III; and that 
he heard the Deceas d ſay, That the Priſoner and his Rogues 
were the Death of him : When he came out of the Country, 
he was put into St. Thomas's Hoſpital, where he died. : 

William Colley, junior, depos'd to the ſame Effect, with this 
Addition, That when he was blooded, his Blood was cor- 
rup'ed, and that the Deceaſed ſaid, he ſhould never recover 
the Abuſe he had received in Priſon. 

Same] Parker depos d, That he ſaw him after he came out 
of Goal, and that he cemplain'd of his being Irond both

The Priſoner urg d in his Defence, That he never us d him 
Ill, as was alledg d, and in all Probability the Fall (it any acci- 
dental thing) was the Occaſion of his Malady, he having 
fallen down from an Eminence of 25 Foot: And to prove 
this, produc'd the following Witneſſes, 

Sane! Bullock depos'd, That on the 25th of March, 1727, 
he came to ſee Mr. Addon. and heard an Outcry that a Pri- 
ſoner was attempting an Eſcape; that thereupon the Priſoner 
run out, and return'd ſoon after with the Deceas'd ; that he 
ſaw him immediately order'd to the Sick Ward, and gave him 
a Shilling; and that the ſaid Bl:ſs complaind cf his Side by 
the Fall ; and that he ſaw no Violence offered him. 

Robert Il lines depos d, That he was at Skittles in Ax and 
Bottle Yard, and heard an Outcry of a Priſoner's eſcaping, 
and that he ſaw Addon, and one Ropers, ſupporting the De- 
ceas d between them; that he was in Company with him ſeve- 
ral Times a'ter his Diſcharge, and particularly going to Peck- 
ham, and tha: he heard him declare, that had it not been tor 
Acton he ſhou'd have been flarv'd ; that he was the only Per- 
ſon that got him his Liberty ; that he never heard him com- 
plain for 7 or 8 Months af:er ; and upon his meeting with Mrs, 
Bliſs, he enquird how her Husband did? who faid, the 
thank'd God he was dead, and that he died of a Fever and A- 
gue which le got in the Country; but Mrs. Bl;ſs being cal- 
ed up to the Bar, denied it. 

Henry Chapman depos d, That after he fell down, he was 
taken and brought back into the Priſon, and was directly car- 
ried to the Sick Ward; and that the Priſoner order d him 3 d. 
te Diem to ſupport him, which this Deponent ſaw deliver d 
to him; he was in a little time recover'd, was in perfect 
Health, and was Conſtable of the Pump Ward; that he never 
ſaw him Iron d, or ever heard him ſay that he was Iron'd ; 
that he was in perfect Health when diſcharg d, and ſodg d at 
Mx. Gre/han!'s it the Dolphin at the Marſbalſea. Gate; he 
fav him when he came from Southgate, and never heard him 

complain 
ITI Thomas Fletcher depos d, that being a Surgeon, he defir'd 
him to look upon his Leg, which he did, and ſaw a large 
Tumour, to which he applied a Plaiſter; he made no other 
Complaints at that time but that his Ankle was hurt: Some 
time after he, this Deponent, met the Deceas d at Weſtminſter, 
men he declard, that Mr. Acton procured him his Liberty; 
ſe alſo. declar'd he never ſaw him Tron'd, and that the ſtrong 
doom here he was ſaid to be confin'd, was a wholeſome, 
dry Place] and gave the Priſoner a good Character.

Chriftian Handy depos'd, That he lay near him in Priſon 
for 3 Months, during which time he moſtly complain d of one 
of his Legs; that the other was a little ſwell d; he told him 
if he would lend him half a Guinea he could get his Brcad. 

Hefter Long depos d, That ſhe met the Deceas d juſt after 
he was diſcharg d, at the Dolphin Alehouſe, where ſhe heard 
him ſay, God bleſs Mr. A don, for he hal got him his Liberty; 
but did not ſee him till the Sunday ſe'nnight, when he com- 
plain'd of nothing; the Wife of the Deceas'd lodg'd with her 
when there came a Meſſen er to her Houſe to enquire for 
Mrs. Bliſts for that there was a Gentleman on the other fide 
of the Water that wanred to ſpeak with her, which would be 
for her Advantage; and that ſhe heard her ſay ſhe was to have 
40 or 501, for proſecuting Mr. Acton; that the was ro have 
30 or 40 5. advanced her to buy her Cloaths ; thereupon the 
defir'4 her not to be concern'd in the Proſecution of Mr. 
Acton, for that if the did, her Brother would not forgive her, 
and that, perhaps, Mr. Acton might give her a couple of Gui- 
neas ; upon which, ſhe replied, that her Maſter Jennings ſaid 
ſhe ſhould not take 100 /. Mrs. Bliſs being call'd up, hs de- 
nicd the whole, but faid that her Maſter Jennings advanc'd 
her 3 Guineas to Cloath her, in order to go to another Ser- 
vice. 

Robert Cole Jepos'd, That coming over London-Brid,ec, he 
overtook lis Widow, who enquir'd about a Friend in 
Leadenhall Market, and falling into Diſcourſe, ſhe ſaid, that 
if Mr. An would give her 5 J. ſhe would not trouble her 
Head about him. | 

Thomas Rogers depos'd, That the Deceas d hurt his Leg by 
the Fall, bur denied that he ever was Iron d, or that the Scull- 
Cap was ever made uſe of. 

ohn Boſwe/l depos d, that the Deceas'd fell down and 
hurt himſelf, and that he ſaw Mr. 4on, and Rogers a Turn- 
key, leading him; but that he was neither Iron'd nor abus d. 

Fohn Grace depos'd, That there being a Statute in King 

Wiliam's lime, to burn Felons in the Cheek, the Scull-Cap 


was invented to keep their Heads ſteddy, and that it was made 


for no other Uſe. 


There were ſeveral others that depos d to the ſame Effect, 
and gave Mr. Aon a very good Character. 


He had ſeveral Gentlemen, and Tradeſmen of good Faſhion .

that gave him the Character of a fair trading Man, and one 
of a great deal of Humanity. The Jury conſidering the 
whole, brought in their Verdict, Not Guilty. 

Wi liam Acton, was a ſecond Time indicted, for that on 
the 15:h of July, in the r1th Year of the Reign of our So- 
vereign Lord King George the Firſt, he did feloniouſly, will- 
fully, and of Malice afore-thought, murder Captain Jo 
Bromfield, by loading him with heavy Irons, and con ning 
him 1n an unwholeſome Place, call'd the Hold ; by the Du- 
reſs and Hardſhips of which Place he fell ſick, languiſhed, 
and died in about a Month's time. 

Wiiliam Wheeler depos d, That Addon was at that Time 
Turnkey under John Darby; that the Deceaſed lodg d in the 
Maſter-Side, in a Place call d the Nurſery; Captain Bromfield 


came down Stairs into a Place call d the Pound, and was or- 


der d by one Perkins, a Turnkey, to go up into his Room, 
which he refus'd. and went into a Chandler's Shop contigu- 
ous to the Pound; upon his entring, he was follow'd by the 


Turnkey, who, upon ſome Words ariſing betwixt them, was 


ſtabb'd in the Breaſt by the ſaid Capt. Bramfeld; upon which 
he was ſeiz d, carried into the Lodge, Iron'd and put into 
the Hold: Being ask d what ſort of a Place the Hold was, and 
whether Acton was perſonally preſent, or gave Orders for his 
Ironing, or Confinement ? faid, The Hold was a Place under 
a Pair of Stairs Jeading up to the Petitioning Room, where a 
Perſon could not ſtand ſtrait ; but that he could not ſay that 


Acton was preſent when he was ſeiz'd. and carried into the 


Lodge, or that he gave any Orders for his ill Treatment; and 
that he died about the laſt of June. 


Hugh Martin depos d, That in 1725, Capt. Bromfield was

The Priſoner in his Defence, ſaid, That a Perſon came and 
inform'd him that Perkins was ſtabb'd, upon which he ran 
immediately to the] lace, and ſeeing him bleeding, went into 
the Borough for a Surgeon, but before he return d, the ſaid 
Bromfield was Iron d, and put into the Hold by the Turn- 
keys, without his Command or Privaty ; and call d 

George Carey, who depos d, That the Turnkeys Iron d and 
conſin d Capt. HBromfield whilſt the Priſoner went for the 


Surgeon; after he was let out, he ſaw him ſtanding in good 


Health; and that he died, as was reported, by che Black Jaun-

* ry Cartwright depos d, That Captain Bromfiald was 
Iron d and confin d without the Priſoner's Orders or Directi- 
ons, by the Turnkeys; that he was a weak, ſickly Man; that

Foſeph Wood depos d, That Mr. Acton came for him, to his 
Houſe, and brought him to dreſs the wounded Turnkey ; and 
when he came after ward he ſaw the Deceas'd in perfect Health, 
in the Lodge.

He was a third time indicted for the Murder of 
Robert Newton, Priſoner in the Marſhalſea Priſon.

Edward Carr depos'd, That he ſaw him Iron d in the 
Lodge, and was carried by Acten's Orders, by one 
Rogers a Turnkey, to the Strong Room, where he 
continued 14 Days, That he fell lick in the Strong 
Room, was carried from thence to the Sick Ward, 
where he died, and that he verily beliey'd his Con-

Edward Phillips de pos'd the ſame, and ſaw Acton in 
the Lodge when he was Iron'd. ; 

Robert Smith depos'd, That he ſaw him Iron'd and 
put into that loathſome Place the Strong Room, he 
continually came and viſited him, when he declar'd 
to him that his Irons and Dureſs were burthenſome 
to him, and would certainly be the Occaſion of his 
Death, becauſe he had no Bed to lie on. 

Lieut. Baptiſt Charles de Mottet depos'd, That he ſaw 
him Iron d in the Strong Room, which was a wet 
moiſt filthy Place, where he continued 14 Days, fell 


fick in it, and was carried to the Sick Ward, Where 


he died. | 

Ruth Butler depos'd, That ſhe heard Mr. Adlon order 
him to be Iron'd. | 

The Priſoner in his Defence urg'd, That, at that 
Time, he was a Servant to Mr. Darby, and that it was 
by his Orders he was iron'd ; To prove which he call'd 

Robert. Holms, who depos'd, That the Priſoner ſent 
this Deponent to Mr. Darby, after the deceaſed was 
retaken, to know what he would have done with him, 
who order'd him to be Iron'd' and confin'd in the 
Strong Room, from whence he was remov'd to the 
Duke's Ward, where he continued 3 Weeks in perfect 
Health, and play'd with him ſeveral Times at Trap- 
Ball, and that he never heard him complain of any

He was a Fourth Time indicted for the Murder of 
wary James Thomſen, in the 12th Year of the late 

eign. 

Edmund Cummins de pos d, That he knew the De- 
ceas'd in the Pump Ward, and the ſole Cauſe of his 
being confin'd in the Strong Room by the briſoner, 
was becaule he had a Diabetes, and that he died about 
Six in the Morning, had his Eye, his Cheek, and 
Part of his Ear eaten by the Rats, and was buried be- 
fore Nine, without a Coroner's Inqueſt. 

Matthew Brandon depos'd, That he knew the De- 
ceas'd in the Pump Ward, and heard him ſay, the ſe- 
cond Time he was ſent to the Strong Room, That 
he ſhould die there ; That after he was dead, he ſaw 
a ſore Place in his left Thigh, which look'd Red and 
Angry, which he did believe was occaſion'd by his 
lying on the hard cold Board, only in a thin Stuff or 
Callimanco Night-gown, That he repreſented his de- 
plorable Condition to Mr. Aden, who bid him 
mind his own Bulineſs. | 

William Tennings depos'd, That he was a Watchman 
under Addon, in the Marſhalſea, That he ſaw the De-

The Priſoner in his Defence urg'd, That the De- 
ceas'd was mov d to the Strong Room upog his own
